annihilation. He was last seen in the escort of several Russian officers 
soon after the Soviets occupied Budapest. 

This letter is simply to emphasize that I am extremely concerned over 
the fate of Wallenberg and 1 request that you, as Secretary of State, 
make the resolution of this tragedy one of the top priorities of your 
■— office.
